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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It does not overcome obviousness rejections of 
claims 1-24 and enablement rejection of claim 51 . In regard to obviousness rejections, Kobayashi ( 2001 ) teaches preparation of 
biologically important compound libraries ( see page 199, lat six lines ). Similarly, Kobayashi ( 2000) teaches that further investigations to 
perform biological tests of the compounds synthesized are in progress ( see page 439, col. 2, lines 9-13 ). Therefore, Preparation of salts 
of known biological important compounds is within the routine skill of an artesian. In regard to enablement rejection of claim 51, the 
examiner does not agree with the applicant's arguments that the article by Mayer ( Drug Devel. Res. ) discloses a direct role of glycine 
binding site of the NMDA receptor in the recited disease conditions. The abstract of this article points out five different ligand binding 
domains or sites for.NMDA receptor and glycine site is one of these five sites. The abstract does not correlate glycine binding site to these 
recited disease states. It just merely mentions role of NMDA recptors in general to gate a variety of behaviors including these recited 
disease conditions. 
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
